To THE CITIZENS OF PLAISTOW: 


According to law we are once more called upon to present to 
you our annual report together with the reports of other officers of 
the town, that you may look over and see whether we have been 
faithful in the discharge of our duties. We, the Selectmen, have 
endeavored to make our administration a business-like one, and to 
deal justly and economically with the tax-payers of the town. The 
year just closed has called for an extra expense over and above that 
of former years, namely: Upon our entering office, we were 
obliged to hire money to settle an action for damages that had been 
brought against the town a year previous, and then we were bur- 
dened with snow path bills, brought on by the severe storms of last 
winter ; besides, our appropriation of $1,200 was too small to work 
comfortably with, and the vote taken at our last annual meeting 
granting a discount of ro per cent. on all taxes paid on or before 
July 1, 1893, shortened our appropriation still more, as can be seen 
by the Collector’s report. Several bills contracted last year, have been 
paid by us, as will be seen by the report ; we can also state that there 
are some bills with us that remain unpaid, and will have to go into 
next year’s account. The reason why we have not paid them was be- 
cause we had no money, and people would not come and settle with 
the Selectmen, but would send others that knew nothing about 
their bills, and several bills have been received since the close of 
the year. We wish to speak of one billin particular, and that is 
the bill of M. J. Dimond, Superintendent of the County Farm, for 
board and clothes of Mary Kelleher, amounting to $261.00, which 
should have been paid a year ago, as Mary Kelleher has been a 
county charge since the first day of April last. On the whole we 
have done all we could to keep down expenses, and would recom- 
mend that a larger appropriation be made this year to meet neces- 
sary expenses, and that an additional appropriation be made to set- 
tle the account of M. J. Dimond, which is long overdue. .

The school board in presenting its report for the year ending 
February 23d, 1894, has some very good reasons for feeling proud, 
as there has been marked improvement over any previous year, both 
in average attendance and enrollment, asthe average attendance 
has been for the four schools, one hundred, an increase of twenty- 
seven. ‘The total enrollment is one hundred and _ seventy-three. 
Perfect attendance, five. | 

There is also considerable satisfaction expressed over the fact 
that we have had thirty-six weeks of schooling this year, an in- 
crease of six weeks over any previous year, which is none too much, 
and which we should have every year. We are also glad to note 
that there has been much more interest shown in the schools on be- 
half of the parents and friends, as there are one hundred and thirty- 
~ two visitors recorded in the four registers, which is certainly a large 
increase over last year, which was only sixty-two. 

After looking over the registers and the average standing of the 
scholars, we can truly say that this has been a year of good progress. 
The deportment of the children has been comparatively good, the 
health of the children has been very good, we have had no con- 
tagious disease in our schools this year, and in all we have had a 
prosperous year. 

The school board wishes again at this time to bring the graded 
school question before the citizens, as they feel it is their duzzy to 
place before the citizens of the town from time to time the absolute 
necessities of the schools, and it is earnestly hoped that they will 
favorably consider the matter of a graded school, so that our chil- 
dren may secure a good education without going out of town for it.
